risburg site near Galatia. 
The program was held in the 
area of the huge dam, which is 
near Route 34, and was attended 
by a gathering of nearly IOO men, 
Including all the members of th* 
Harrisburg 
city 
council, 
water 
board members, members of civic 
clubs, schools and churches, a large 
delegation from George Hart post 
of the American Legion, represent­ 
atives of the press and radio and 
other civic leaders. 
Water Revenue to Pay for Lake 
Mayor Ralph Horning presided 
as master of ceremonies, and de­ 
clared that “this is not the coun­ 
cil’s lake, or ‘their’ lake but ‘your’ 
lake—it belongs to all the people 
of Harrisburg.” 
, Horning pointed out that there 
would be no taxation for the lake, 
rem inding that in July, 1953, the 
wafer bills were raised 50 cents a 
month for such a project. 
“This means a $20,000 a year in­ 
crease in revenue which will go 
to pay for the lake,” he comment­ 
ed. 
“There will be no taxation or 
further increase in water bills.” 
The mayor, following the invo­ 
cation by the Rev. VV. L. Cummins 
in which lie thanked God for such 
a project that would give ample 
w ater to the community, called up­ 
on Fr. Thomas G. Bruns, who de­ 
clared he was impressed by the 
tremendous prospects of the lake, 
with its big watershed.

“ It is a great 
sign of progress—a milestone in 
the history of Harrisburg.” 
George O. Davenport, Harrisburg 
backer, reviewed the financial ne­ 
gotiations and declared: “From the 
first to the last meeting all the 
cards were on the table.” 
He said that the lake land was 
bought from people who owned 
homes and lived on the acreage 
and that when you buy a person’s 
home you naturally pay a little 
more than it would be worth lo 
the average person, and added: 
“No man on the council or water 
hoard had his hand out behind him 
— if s as clean a project as there 
ever was in regard to graft.

the project without getting a dime.”

Dewey's Last Stand

Because Gov. Thomas K Dewey 
of New York reversed himself in 
IP50 and ran for a third term after 
saying he would not, some skepti­ 
cism inevitably greets his new an­ 
nouncement that he will not seek 
a fourth term. 
But there are slgba 
he may mean it this time. 
For one tiling, the governor’s 
language was stronger 
lie said 
he would not run “under any cir 
cumstance,” 
This suggests a Brail 
would fail. 
Then, too. it is four years later. 
Dewey may have genuinely wearied 
od political campaigning after going 
t’lTee times for the governorship 
. i i twice for the presidency. 
Fur 
t herm orc. it is certain his coiler 
lion vf enemies is larger now', both 
within . nd without his party. 
Not 
even the ablest executive avoids 
treading on toes. 


Some men assert I hat political 
ambition never will die in Dewey’s 
breast, that he still would like to 
occupy the White House 
Whether 
or not that is so. a return to pri 
vate life is not necessarily ineon 
sistent with such ambition. 
Dewey 
will never be wholly a private fig 
ure. 
Dewey’s contribution* to his par 
ty have been large 
At a time win ti 
it seemed to be popular to suggest 
that only one major party (the 
Democratic) was fit to govern, he 
demonsti ated a Republican'* high 
capacity for executive leadership 
in a political setting 
New York 
state—second in importance only 
to the national administration it 
self. 
He maintained a high ]>er 
formance level through nearly 12 
years 
Though he twice tasted the bit­ 
terness and frustration of defeat 
for the presidency, Dewey for the 
most part 
kept 
his balance and 
tried to cast his political weight 
toward the moderately progressive 
side of his party 


Whether or not one regards that 
as an admirable accomplishment, 
of course, depends on where he 
stands in the political spectrum. 
But it cannot be denied that Dewey 
was effective in exercising political 
power in Im* ha lf of the forces he 
allied himself with 
He managed twice to capture the 
GOF presidential nomination over 
more conservative elements, and in 
1952 was the most powerful single 
factor in Gen Dwight Eisenhower's 
successful fight over conservatives 
backing the late Senator Taft of 
Ohio. 
Mr Eisenhower and his support 
ors obviously will miss Dewey s 
heavy influence in their behalf. 
What tins will mean for the Pres­ 
ident’s future, for his position in 
the Republican Party, and for I he 
COP'S liberal elements, the politi­ 
cal sages can only guess. 
It seems sure, however, that if 
Dewey stick- to his announced re 
solve a definite milestone will have 
been marked in Republican Party 
history.
